America has it in her power to adopt a go- 
vernment which fhall fecure to her all the 
benefits of monarchy, without parting with a- 
ny of the privileges of a republick. She 
may divide her legiflature into two or three 
branches. She may unite perfect freedom 
and wifdom together, and may confer upon 
afupreme magiftrate fuch a portion of exe-- 
cutive power, as willeaable him to exhibit a 
reprefentation of majeity, fuch as was never 
feen before. I mean the majefty ofa free 

ople. To preferve a fenfe of his o- 
Eiigations to every citizen of the republick, 
he may be elected annually, and made eligi- 
ble for feven years, or for life, 

The more we abridge the ftates of their 
fovereignty, and the more fupreme power we 
concentre in ah ASSEMBLY OF THE 
States (for by this new name let us call 
our federal government) the more fafety, li- 
berty, and profperity wili be enjoyed by each 
of the ftates. 

The ambition of the poor and the avarice 
of therich demagogue, can never be reftrain- 
upon the narrow fcale of a ftate government. 
In an affembly of the ftates they will check 
each other. In this extenfive refervoir of 
power it will be impoffible for them to excite 
ftorms of fedition, or oppreffion. Should e« 
ven virtue be wanting init, ambition will op- 
pofe ambition, and wealth will prevent dan- 
get from wealth. Befides, while the eyes of 
the whole empire are direéted to one fupreme 
Jegiflature, its duties will be perfeétly under- 
ftood, its condu@ wil! be narrowly watched, 


and its laws will be obeyed with cheerfulnefs ° 


and refpect. 

Let the fates who are jealous of each oth- 
ers competitions and entroachments, whe- 
ther in commerce or territory ; or who have 
fuffered under ariftocratick, and democra- 
tick juntos, come forward, and frft throw 
their fovereigaty at the feet of the Conven- 
tion, Itisthere gnly, they can doom their 
difpates—their unjuft tender and commuta- 
tion laws—their paper money—their oppref- 
five taxes upon land, and their partial fyftem 
of finance, to deftruétion. 

Let the publick creditor whé lent his 
gnoney to his country, and the foldier and 
citizen who yielded her their fervices, come 
for@ard next, and contribute their aid, to e- 
ftablifth an effe€twal federal government. It 
is from the united power and refources of A- 
merica only, that they can expe permanent 
and fubftantial juftice. 

Let the lovers of peace, add their efforts 
to thofe that have been mentioned, in in- 
creafing the energy of a federal government, 
An affembly of the ftates alone, by the, ter- 
rour of its power, and the fidelity of its en- 
gagements, can preferve a perpetual peace 
with the nations of Europe.

COMMONWEALTH of MASSACHUSETTS. 
In SENATE, Fune 13th, 1787. 


HEREAS it appears to this Court, 

that a confiderable number of perfons 
concerned ig the rebellion, and now lurking 
in the neighbouring States, do frequently en- 
ter into parts of the weftern countics, and 
commit robberies, burning of buildings, and 
other outrages, and threaten the peaceable 
and well affected ; whereby it has become ab- 
folutely neceffary for their protection and fe- 
curityg that a force fhould be raifed and kept 
in fervice, fo long as the prefent circumftan- 
ces thall continue. ‘Therefore 

Refolwed, That his Excellency the Gover- 
nour be, and he hereby is requetted, to raife 
by detachments from the militia, or by vo- 
luntary inliftment from the troops now in ac- 
twal fervice (if praéticable) and if not, from 
the citizens.at-large, a body of troops, not 
lefs than frve bundred men, nor more than 
eight bundred men, rank and file, as the pub- 
lick exigency, in his Excellency’s opinion, 
thall require; to be formed intoone regiment, 
and properly officered, to be ftationed in the 
counties of Hampfhire and Berkthite, and 
in fuch places in thofe counties, as the Com- 
manding Officer, under the dire¢tion of his 
Excellency, fhali determine, and to be conti- 
nued in fervice for fix months, unlefs fooner 
difcharged, in whole or in part, by the Gov- 
ernour, with the advice and confent of 
Council. 

And whereas it is the intention of this 
Court, not only to adoptevery vigoureus and 
efficacious method neceffary to fupprefs the 
prefent traiterous oppofition to the laws, and 
to reftore peace and harmony to the Com- 


. monwealth, but alfo to repeac the offers of 


grace and mercy to the penitent citizen, and 
to extend the fame as far-as may be contift- 
ent with the true intereft of this Common- 
wealth, and the fecurity of her citizens in 
future. 

Therefore, it is further Refelvfd, That 
each and every citizen of this Common- 
wealth; who have committed any treafons, 
cr mifprifions of treafon, againft the Com- 
monwealth, fince the firft day of June, A.D. 
1786, be, and they ate hereby pardoned and 
indemnified f@the'fame, and for all felon- 
ies Which havebeen perpetrated fince the 
time aforefaid, by any of the faid citizens, 
in the commiffion of.fuch treafons, and 
which are overt a€ts of the fame : And.cach 
and ewery of the citizens aforefaig, are here- 
by difcharged of all the pains, penalties, dif- 
qualifications and difabilities of the law in 
fuch cafes provided : And any of the citi- 
gens aforefaid, may, upon trial for any of 
the faid offences, give this refolition in e- 
yidence upon the general iffue, which thal! 
have the fame operation asif {pecially plead- 
ed, except as herein after provided, 

And it is further Refolved, That all and e- 
verpot the citizens aforefaid, be, and they 
hereby are reftored to al! the rights and privi- 
leges of citizens, to all intents and purpofes 
whatever; any act or acts, refolution or re- 
folution$ of the General Court, heretofore 
paficd to the contrary motwithflaading, which 


acts and refolutions, fo far as they affeét 
the rights and privileges aforefaid, are here- 
re oad made void. , 

And it is Further Refolwed, That any of the 
citizens aforefaid, who have heretofore deliv. 
ered up their arms, upon receiving a pardon 
or indemnity, or a promife of a pardon orin- 
Aemnity, by force, or in purfuance of any a& 
or refolution.of the General Court of this 
Commonwealth, or who have had their arms 
taken from them, ‘by any perfon or perions 
acting under the authority of this govern. 
ment, fiall be entitled to receive the laid 
arms, upon application to the officer under 
whofe care the fame are depofited, and iuch 
officer is hereby direéted to deliver the faime 
accordingly. ‘ 

Prvi nevertbelefs, That nothing in 
thefe refolutions fhall extend to, or in any 
manner avail, Daniel Shays, of Pelbam, in 
the county of Hampbhire, Gentleman ; Lake 
Day, of Weft Spring field, in the fame coun- 
ty, Gendeman ; Lieutenant Colonel William 
Smiths of ths fame county ; E/i Parfons, of 
Adam:, in the county of Berk fhire, Gentle- 
man; Peres Hamlin, of Lenox, in the fame 
county, Yeoman ; Elia Maazirg, of a place 
called ‘he Elewen Thoufand Acres, inthe fame 
county, Yeoman; David Dunbam, of Sbef- 
field, in the fame tounty, Yeoman ; Eben- 
exer Crittendon, of Sandisfield, in the tame 
county, Yeomans and. facéb Fox, of Wajb- 
ington, in the fame. county, Gentleman 5 
but they, afd each of them, thall be liable to 
be tried, convicted, and punithed, for any 
of the offences aforefaid, in the fame manner 
as if thefe refolutions had not been made. 

And, Prowided furtber, That nothing ia 
thefe refolutions fhall extend to, of in any 
manner avail, any-of the citizens aforefaid, 
who, not having taken and fubfcribed the 
oath of allegiance to this Commonwealth, 
fince the firft day of June, A. D. 1786, thall 
not take and fubfcribe the faid oath before 
any Juttice of the Peace within the Com- 
monwealth, on or before the rath day of 
September next: And a certificate of fuch 
oath thall be tranfmitted by the Jultige, be- 
fore whom the fame fhail be taken and fub- 
feribed, to the Secretary, to be depofited in 
his office. ? 

And it is further Refolwed, That nothing 
in thefe refolutions fhali extend, or be con- 
ftrued to extend, to any perfon or perfons 
whatever, who ftand conviéted of any of the 
offences aforefaid, by due courfe of jaw, but 
the power of ‘pardoning the fame, remain 
fubje@ to the difcretion ofgthe Governour, 
with the advice and confent of Council, a- 
grecably to the Confitution of this Gom- 
‘monwealth. ; 

And it is further Refolved, That nothing 
in thefe refglutions fhall extend, or be con-— 
ftrued to extend, to bar any civil action al- 
ready cammenced, or which may be hereaf-

offences aforefaid, bus fuck aétion may be 


commenged or profecuted to final judgment

That the influence of the moon 
in fevers prevails, in‘a fimilar manner, in e- 
very inhabited part of the globe ; and, con- 
fequently, that a fimilar attention to it is a 
matter of general importance in the practice 
of medicine. 

BALTIMORE, ( Maryland) June 1. 

Laft evening arrived here, Mr. Alexander 
Dromgoole, on his way to Congrefs, with an

It is alfo faid, that the north- 
ern Indians, are all detetmined to take up 
the hatchet this fummer, in retaliation for 
the depredations committed by the Kentuc- 
key people, in burning their towns laft fall. 
‘That there have been fome French traders at 
the Mufcle Shoals, on the Teneffe river, laft 
winter, trading from Detroit, who have been 
encouraging the Cherokees to go to war, but 
they pay very little attention to their coun- 
2 * ~ 
By late accounts from Kentucky, it ap- 
pears, that five perions have lately been kill- 
ed by the Indians, on the north fide, among 
whom, were a fon and overfeer of General 
Scott's, who were ovt on a fowling party— 
That three women were killed in a place 
called the Rich Valiey, near the head of Holf- 
ton, and many others killed on the waters of 
Clinch. Several of the Indians have. been 
feen near the great road that leads from Holf-

In 
the midi of the preacher's -harangue about 
death, hell, laft trumpet, &c. when the 
feelings of his auditors were wrought up to 
the higheft pitch of enthufiafm, the trumpee 
ter founded. a charge—every one thought it 
was the day of judgment—the preacher was 
fo panick ftruck that he dropped from the 
chair on whichshe was ftanding, flat on his 
facemthe hearers were not lefs terrified ; 


fome of them fell dawn in the fame manner, 


afraid to look up, while men, women, and’ 


children, tumbled over each other in the 
greateft confafion, and thought themfelves 
happy in getting out with the lois of hats, 
wigs, cloaks, &c. Im the mear time the 
trumpeter and foldier flipped off undifcover- 
ed, nor was it known for a long time from 
whence thefe founds had proceeded, whieh 
had occafioned fo much confufionand difmay.

Oakly, let what was left of the candje fall 
into one of the kegs, which taking fire in- 
ftantly, blew up the whole——by which me- 
lancholy affair the perfon who had the candle 
was torn to pieces, apd one, who ftood next 
to him, was thrown through the window in- 
to the ftreet, another carried into the cellar, 
and there buried in rubbith, and the remain- 
der in the ftore very confiderably burnt and 
bruifed. We are however informed that they 
are all alive except the one who had the can- 
dle, though it is expeéted the perfon throwa 
into the ftreet, and the one in the cellar, will 
not recover, the reft are likely to do weil, a- 
mongft whom is Mr. Oakly. We-fincerely 
regret that our merchants in general are too 
carelefs with this very dangerous article, and 
ardently wifh this dreadful cataftrophe- may 
be duly regarded, and be a fufficient warning 
to thofe who keep the article of gunpowder 
for fale. It appears to be very extraordinary 
that the powder, when going off, carried a- 
way the corner of the ftore in which it ftood, 
and inftead of taking its courfe upward, went 
through the lower floor in the cellar, where 
the moft damage was done, by ftarting feve- 
ral hogfheads of liquor and half a dozen bar.
